on the contrary do: It is impoſlible alſo 
that he can mean the Art Military, becauſe

War, who never comes within Gun-ſhot of 
his Adverſary, may make an admirable Ad- 
vocate at the Bar, where there is no Danger 
of Death, and {it is the cuftom to fire only 
Powder to one another, to make uſe of a 
maritime Figure on this Occaſion.
